Our  introduction  to  the  Baptist  College  was  a  dynamic  one,  a 
sense  of  building  and  growing,  not  only  growing  to  meet  the 
ever-increasing  needs  of  a  new  college,  but  also  expanding 
and  improving  upon  these  facilities  already  in  use. 


First  impressions  were  those  of  dust  and 
noise  and  movement  as  great  waves  of  earth 
rose  to  meet  the  sky,  then  gradually  melted 
back  down  as  the  campus  assumed  the  shape 
that  plans  and  dreams  have  specified.  Great 
yellow  earth-moving  machines  snaked  their 
way  across  the  campus,  at  first  with  only  a 
cloud  of  dust  and  a  fresh  furrow  in  the  ground 
as  evidence  of  their  labor. 

Workmen  shouted,  machines  trembled  and 
groaned,  the  ground  shook  as  great  piles 
were  driven  deep  into  the  earth,  anchoring 
the  campus  and  giving  it  roots.  At  the  same 
time  girders  rose  skeleton-like  and  stark 
against  the  blue  sky,  waiting. 
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Students  arrived  on 
flie  new  campus, 
unloaded  their  cars, 
and  moved  info  fhe 
unique  re 
malls.

Registration,  the  beginning 


Coexistent  with  the  long  lines  of  dust  moving 
across  the  campus  and  the  lines  of  furrowed 
paths  cut  into  the  ground  by  machines  were  the 
lines  of  students  at  registration.  As  one  line  rep- 
resented physical  growth,  the  other  marked  the 
beginning  of  growth  of  another  integral  part  of 
the  Baptist  College,  the  students  themselves. 

For  many  students,  this  registration  repre- 
sented the  initial  step  of  the  totally  unique  ex- 
perience of  college  life.  For  others  it  was  the 
beginning  of  their  life  at  this  particular  institu- 
tion. But  for  every  student— old,  new,  or  transfer- 
it  was  the  beginning  of  their  life  on  this, 
the  permanent  site  of  the  Baptist  College  at 
Charleston.
